between the pum p gear itself and 
the pump cover. In any event, gasket 
or no gasket, there m ust be a very 
perfect seal between the body and 
its cover, otherwise there won’t be 
sufficient suction for officiant pump 
action. 
Something New to Learn 
Believe it or let it pass w ith the 
scenery our gasoline is a bit too 
good these days — so good th at it 
is quite apt to give trouble in the 
process of w arm ing up the engine. 
Perhaps you have already noticed 
a marked tendency for the engine 
to stall a lot while you are turning 
and twisting in the driveway. Pos­ 
sibly you also have had trouble get­ 
ting the engine to run properly 
when it re-starts. All this indicates 
over-choking — th a t is, for the 
kind of super-gas we now use. 
And how to m eet the problem? 
Well, I’ve solved it in my own case 
by refraining from pum ping on the 
accelerator pedal during these criti­ 
cal first five m inutes of running. 
In fact, I try to drive with the 
hand control of 
the throttle as 
much as possible. By setting this 
for fast idling I find th a t it is suf­ 
ficient to power the engine Tor the 
twists and turns. In this way the 
carburetor’s

doesn't come into action, and the j 
engine operates with far less risk 
of overloading. 
Three To Think Over 
When you think th a t the brakes 
grab you’ll invariably find th at Just 
one brake Is kicking up the rumpus.
